Books move out the door at 
an incredible rate of speed, and al 
though special orders are possible, the y 
can take weeks to arrive 
Also, if you find out you don't need 
that $70 book after all, make sure you 
have your receipt and are within the 
ume himuts for refunds, or you might be 
out of luck

*The Book Depot, located on 
La Riviera Drive off of College Town 
camies a large sclecuon of books and 
matenals, with the texts also arranged 
by academic department and course 
secuon. A plus is that not only are their 
prices someuumes lower than at the 
Hornet Bookstore, they may also buy 
back books that the Hornet Bookstore 
will not purchase. Also try other local 
colleges, such as Amencan Ryver or 
Sacramento City College, or maybe 
even consider a trip to Davis 

*Try to guessumate whether 
of not the instructor is actually plan 
ning to use the textand when. There is 
nothing more frustraung than purchas 
ing an expensive book and then the 
professor never refers to it for the re 
mainder of the course, After the first 
week of class, you should probably be 
able to tell whether or not you will ever 
open oreven need the text. If you think 
your future doesn’t depend on the pos 
session of this book, sell it back imme 
diately 

* Consider sharing the cost 
with a classmate or friend. Yes, this 
approach is risky, but if you trust the 
person, it might save some money that 


could be beuer well spent

One day remains before that 
dreaded 10-page English paper is due 
Time is running out and you have yet 
to check out any research matenal 
It's a good thing the Library stays 
open unul 10:45 p.m. 

Or is it? 

You arrive at the Library to find 
every last one of the Eureka, InfoTrac 
and CD-ROM terminals to be occu 
pied by students who, like yourself, 
waited until the last minute to gather 
together ther needed information 
This situation, although extreme, is 
one in which the computer lab lo- 
cated on north wing of the second 
floor of the Library, was designed to 
help overcome. 

CSUS students have access to great 
amounts of information through sev 
eral databases including Eureka, 
Melvyland InfoTrac. The Sacramento 
Bee's database can also be accessed 
However, only one terminal is set up 
to do so. These datab es can be 
accessed through other terminals in- 
cluding those on the second floor of 
Mendocino Hall and on the third floor 
of the Science Building. Students may 
also use a personal computer with a 
modem to access information 

‘Students are no longer restricted 
to the four walls of the library,” says 
Linda Goff, CSUS Instrucuonal Li 
branian. 

Goff adds that using campus com 
puters is not difficult for most stu 
dents, but learning how to success 
fully access the informauon available 
is. Because of this, Goff and the 
Electronic Informauion Service Li- 


brarian Eddy Hogan have developed a 
workshop enutled “Demysufying Li- 
brary Databases,” designed to “walk” 
students through the basics of the sys- 
tem 
The workshop 1s sct eduled for Mon 
day through Thursday beginning March 
6 through March 30 in Library Room 
2022. Hours for the workshop have yet 
to be determined, but one evening ses 
sion per week will be scheduled. 
The workshop is for students, faculty 
and staff members 
“Once they are pointed in the 
nghtdirecuon, students who are intngued 
and mouvated enough will learn the 
details of the system on their own,” Goff 
says 
Specifics such as “how to plug your 
personal computer into the system” and 
“what computers offer which databases” 
are not covered in these workshops, but 
a vanety of helpful information will be 
introduced 
“It's the natural role of librarians to 
make things comprehensible for stu 
dents,” says Goff. That ts why Goff, 
Hogan, and libranans Stan Frost and 
Debbie Metzger will each teach five 
sessions Of the workshop 
Goff and her staff determined that 
parucipants of the workshop atiend for 
various reasons. Similar workshops held 
last year received a good tumout of 
students who wanted to better familiar 
ize themselves with the seeming}y con 
fusing “information superhighway 
Also, because the Library Computer 
Lab was modified to accommodate 
SacLink, the campus’ electronic mail 
system, Goff has seen students consis 
tently uulizing the databases 
Unlike most other computer labs 
found on campus, the Library's lab is 


open later at night and also open on 
weekends, therefore making it more 
convenient for students whose week- 
days are filled with classes or dayume 
yobs 

“It's somewhat addicung,” says 
Golf, who credits much of the lab’s 
success Lo its longer hours 

The removal of restricuons placed 
on receiving a SacLink electronic mail 
account have increased the popularity 
of databases among students 

“The change in policy was the crux 
indraw ing more interest from students,” 
Goff says. “Before July 1, 1994, stu- 
denis had to jump through hoops and 
loops in order lo set up an e-mail ac 
count.” 

Since many professors did noi em 
phasize library research and therefore 
did not require students to set up their 
own SacLink accounts, students were 
not exposed to this rapidly advancing 
technology 

Now that students can simply go to 
sign up at labs such as Science 316, 
Mendocino Hall 2003, 2004, 2007, 
2008 or Solano Hall 2001 and 2003 and 
create their own accounts without hav 
ing all the “messy paperwork”, Goft 
says Uiat more are taking advantage of 
this newfound freedom to “browse 
through the superhighway ’n an unsu 
pervised atmosphere.” 

This increasing interest is good news 
to Goff, who estuumates that up to 1,000 
students could familiarize themselves 
with the system during the workshop 

Additional informauon about the 
vanous databases ts available at Com 
puter Services in Science 322, but Goff 
emphasizes that “there is so much more 
out there | have to touch on in the 
Classes.”

Students deserve answers 
in USGS debacle 


The United States Geological Survey 
wants to occupy 80 percent of Sacra- 
mento State’s recently-approved sci- 
ence building. The CSUS geology 
department wants the USGS to occupy 
that space, too. The biology department 
is vehemently opposed to the move for 
a Variety of reasons. 

So how does the university resolve 
the dispute? 

Campus approval for the project was 
rushed through the normal channels 
last semester, and students and staff in 
key departments were shut out of the 
process, As a result, there are some 
serious questions that remain unan- 
Swered — with a major bond purchase 
for the building just months away. 

Early in the debate, there was con- 
cern that historic trees in the proposed 
site would be destroyed by the build- 
ing. Faculty in the biology department 
voiced opposition because they were 
under the impression their department 
would get the go-ahead for a new 
building in the proposed USGS foca- 
tion. Last semester, some students and 
faculty objected to the project because 
they didn't think enough space is being 

allocated solely for student use, 

Now USGS officials have told the 
university they will only be able to 
sign year-to-year leases to occupy the 
space. The rent for the $10 million 
building is still unknown, but it is 
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feasible that the university could end 
up footing the entire bill if the USGS 
pulls out. © 

And when the university foots the 
dill, students foot the bill. Whether 
through direct fees, fewer class 
sections or more cutbacks in student 
Services — students will suffer if 
short-sighted planning results in a 
USGS pullout. 

Indeed, there was a time and a 
place to address questions and con- 
cerns about the USGS building, but 
too Many questions remain for the 
issue tO be settled. From the rental 
agreement to the space allocation, 
students have the most to Jose with 
USGS, and students deserve answers. 

University President Donald Gerth 
~~ who ultimately approved the 
project — has a responsibility and an 
obligation to provide students with 
those “answers. 

Gerth should post pone any 
progress in the USGS building until a 
committee of students, staff and 
faculty from geology, biology and 
other departments can review the 
USGS proposal, look into outstand- 
ing issues causing conflict and rec- 
ommend solutions.
